Construction headaches 
taking their toll, with 
project slated to be back

Construction crews will 
be able to open up Jasper 
Avenue in March, but the 
businesses stuck behind the 
massive project want some 
compensation for the delays. 

Dr. Brad Basaraba, a chiro¬ 
practor with an office on the 
stretch of Jasper between 
100 and 102 streets, said the 
project has really hurt his 
business. 


Details 


• The cost of the project 
is expected to be $44 
million. The city expects 
the project will remain 
on budget because it 
built in a large contin¬ 
gency. 


• The lanes on the north 
side of Jasper were 
originally going to be 
open over the winter, 
but delays prevented it. 
Crews are now working 
17 hours a day and six 
days a week to make up 
the schedule. 


“It has been horrible to 
attract new patients because 
they don’t know I am here 


and my pre-existing patients 
who are handicapped can’t 
get to me,” he said. “It has 
really affected my bottom 
line.” 

Basaraba is among a num¬ 
ber of business owners who 
would like to see the city 
grant tax breaks or other 
compensation for the delays 
in the project. 

While the enterprise is 
disrupting traffic on the sur¬ 
face, much of the effort is 
about repairing the roof and 
structure of Central LRT sta¬ 
tion. 

City councillors got an 
update Wednesday at the 
transportation committee 
meeting. Paul Szczepanski, 
director of arterial roads 
and construction, said the 
project simply had too many 
surprises. 


“We had to deal with it 
in order to ensure the road¬ 
way structure or the side¬ 
walk would not collapse into 
that,” he said. 

Szczepanski said the city 
will be able to re-open the 
north-side lanes to traffic in 
late March, before moving 
construction to the other 
side of the street. 

Coun. Jane Batty said she 
understands the frustration 
of businesses in the area, but 
she hopes they will see an 
improvement when the pro¬ 
ject ends. 

While she didn’t rule 
out the idea, she said it was 
unlikely there would be tax 
breaks for the businesses. 

“It certainly isn’t some¬ 
thing we have looked at and 
I don’t think they have done 
it in the past,” she said.

When Adrianne Baker 
showed up for her weekly 
fitness class at Edmonton’s 
Dance Code Studio, she 
shimmied and shook until 
she was sweating. 

Burlesque is not new, but 
teaching the style of dance 
both traditionally and as a 
way to get fit has been grow¬ 
ing in popularity. 

Zumba, belly dancing, 
hip hop, and salsa dancing 
are great, but Sarah Torkoly, 
former So You Think You Can 
Dance Canada contestant, 
created Burlesque Boom, a 
high-energy workout for 
women, shortly after open¬ 
ing her studio in 2010 due 
to the demand for the more 
traditional dance class. 

“It took all the burlesque- 
style movements, but it in¬ 
corporated the cardio and 
interval treatment, as well,” 
said Torkoly, 24.

the Dance Code walls,” said 
Torkoly. “It’s kind of selfish 
if I were to just keep it all to 
myself.”

Feather boas, high heels, 
swirling tassels, and bare 
skin come to mind when 
one thirties of burlesque. 

But those involved say 
it’s so much more, and that 
the proof is its growth in 
Edmonton over the last few 
years. 

“I think a big part of the 
appeal is that burlesque 
encourages a non-judg- 
mental, body-positive and 
inclusive mindset,” said 
Emily Barnett of Capital 
City Burlesque, which was 
founded in 2003. 

Kiki Quinn, manager 
and founder of River City 
Revue, who also teaches 
burlesque dancing at Desert 
Rose Dance Studios, agrees.

An abnormally high need for 
emergency surgeries and con¬ 
tinuing pressure from a spike 
in flu cases forced the post¬ 


ponement of eight surgeries 
at the Royal Alexandria Hospi¬ 
tal earlier this week. 

The hospital, which nor¬ 
mally sees between 10 and 
12 emergency surgeries a day, 
saw 22 on Tuesday, forcing de¬ 
lays. 

AHS spokesperson Kerry 
Williamson said the spike 
caused the postponements 
and there was no obvious rea¬ 
son why so many emergency 
surgeries came in on the same 
day 

“It was just one of those 
things; some days are good, 


some days are bad,” he said. 
“It’s double what we normally 
see.” 

Edmonton hospitals have 
been struggling for several 
weeks with high flu num¬ 
bers, which earlier this month 
prompted a small number of 


surgeries to be cancelled. 

Williamson said that situa¬ 
tion is stabilizing and other 
hospitals are getting back to 
their normal routines. 

“We haven’t cancelled, 
postponed or delayed any 
surgeries at the University (of 


Alberta Hospital) for the past 
couple of weeks, so it is not as 
bad,” he said. 

Williamson said though 
that combined with the spike 
in emergency surgeries it be¬ 
comes an untenable situation. 

“On a normal day it is 
good, but when we see some¬ 
thing like we did yesterday 
that is enough to tip us over,” 
he said. 

Williamson said the eight 
patients who had their surger¬ 
ies postponed would all have 
them rescheduled as soon as 
possible.

Alabama gunman kills bus driver, 

seizes six-year-old boy, police say

Hostage standoff. 

Man took child to 
underground hideout 


A gunman holed up in a bun¬ 
ker with a 5-year-old hostage 
kept law officers at bay Wed¬ 
nesday in an all-night, all-day 
standoff that began when he 
killed a school bus driver and 
dragged the boy away, au¬ 
thorities said. 

SWAT teams took up pos¬ 
itions around the gunman’s 
rural property and police ne¬ 
gotiators tried to win the kin- 
dergartner’s safe release. 

The gunman, identified 
by neighbours as Jimmy Lee 
Dykes, a 65-year-old retired 
truck driver, was known 
around the neighbourhood as 
a menacing figure who once 
beat a dog to death with a 
lead pipe, threatened to shoot 
children for setting foot on 
his property and patrolled his 
yard at night with a flashlight 
and a shotgun. 

He had been scheduled to 
appear in court Wednesday 


morning to answer charges 
he shot at his neighbours in 
a dispute last month over a 
speed bump. 

The standoff along a red 
dirt road began on Tuesday 
afternoon, after a gunman 


boarded a stopped school bus 
filled with children in the 
town of Midland City, popu¬ 
lation 2,300. Sheriff Wally 
Olson said the man shot the 
bus driver when he refused to 
hand over a 6-year-old child. 


The gunman then took the 
boy away. 

“As far as we know there 
is no relation at all. He just 
wanted a child for a hostage 
situation,” said Michael Senn, 
a pastor who helped comfort 


the traumatized children 
after the attack. 

The bus driver, Charles Al¬ 
bert Poland Jr., 66, was hailed 
by locals as a hero who gave 
his life to protect 21 students. 

The boy’s classmates,

their parents and other 
members of this small Bible 
Belt community gathered in 
several churches and held a 
candlelight vigil in the town 
square Wednesday evening 
to pray for Poland and for 
the boy’s safety.

Authorities gave no details 
on the standoff, and it was 
unclear if Dykes made any de¬ 
mands from his underground 
bunker, which resembled a 
tornado shelter. 

The sheriff said in a brief 
statement Wednesday even¬ 
ing that negotiators con¬ 
tinued talking to the suspect 
and “at this time we have 
no reason to believe that the 
child has been harmed.”

Doctor could lose licence 
over alleged misconduct 


An Ottawa fertility doctor 
faces a disciplinary hearing 
Thursday over allegations 
he artificially inseminated 
three women with the wrong 
sperm. 

Dr. Bernard Norman Bar- 
win, a celebrated gynecolo¬ 
gist, could lose his licence if 
the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario disci¬ 
pline panel finds he commit¬ 
ted misconduct. He agreed 
last year to stop the practice 
of insemination after the col¬ 
lege filed its notice of hearing. 

The medical college al¬ 
leges that three of Barwin’s 
patients discovered their 
children aren’t biologically 
related to their husband or, in 
one case, the patient’s chosen 
donor. 

Two women with the same 
allegations sued Barwin a few 
years ago. The lawsuits were 
resolved last year, but neither 
the women’s lawyer nor Bar- 
win’s lawyer could discuss the 
terms. 

Barwin was invested in the 
Order of Canada in 1997 for 
his “profound impact on both 
the biological and psycho¬ 
social aspects of women’s re¬ 
productive health.” 


Deja vu 


Barwin and his Broadview 
Fertility Clinic were sued 
just a few years ago. Trudy 
Moore and her husband ap¬ 
proached Moore’s sister in 
2006 to act as a surrogate 
for the couple, according 
to the family’s statement of 
claim. Days after the baby 
was born it was revealed 
that neither the husband 
or the sister had the same 
blood type as the newborn. 


He founded the non-prof¬ 
it, pro-choice organization 
Canadians for Choice, which 
gives away an annual Dr. Nor¬ 
man Barwin Scholarship to 
a graduate student studying 
sexual health and reproduct¬ 
ive rights. 

If the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons’ disciplinary 
panel finds Barwin commit¬ 
ted professional misconduct, 
it can revoke his licence, sus¬ 
pend it, impose restrictions, 
reprimand him, order him to 
pay a fine or a combination of 
those sanctions.

Appeal to conclude in 
Toronto axe-murder trial 


There’s no doubt that Dennis 
Hoy of Toronto was clubbed 
to death with an axe in a night 
that was rife with passion, be¬ 
trayal and cruelty. 

There’s still plenty of debate 
on exactly what happened on 
the night of Oct. 27,2006 when 
Hoy, 36, was bludgeoned at 
least a half dozen times in the 
bed of his longtime girlfriend 
Nicola Puddicombe. 

The two-day Ontario Court 
of Appeal hearing is scheduled 
to conclude Thursday. 

At the time of Hoy’s death, 
Puddicombe was involved in 
a lesbian relationship with 
Ashleigh Pechalulc, a co-worker 
at Loblaws. Puddicombe was 
also still entwined in a relation¬ 
ship with Hoy that began 11 
years earlier. 

The women were tried sep¬ 
arately in 2009 for first-degree 
murder. Pechalulc was acquit¬ 
ted after her confession to 
police was ruled inadmissible 
because she was not told of 
her right to legal counsel. That 
videotaped statement — ob¬ 
tained after 20 hours of interro¬ 
gation — was played in Puddi- 
combe’s trial. 

Months after her former 
lover walked free, Puddicombe

Prima fear. Threats 
to leading lady follow 
acid attack on Bolshoi 
artistic director 


A leading ballerina with the 
Bolshoi Ballet says she wants to 
stay in Canada after receiving 
threats — a move that follows 
an acid attack on the dance 
troupe’s ballet chief and high¬ 
lights tensions at the theatre. 


Svetlana Lunkina, 33, has 
told the Russian daily Izvestia 
that she asked the Bolshoi to 
extend her leave as she fears 
returning to Russia. Lunldna’s 
statement came two weeks 
after the attack on Bolshoi art¬ 
istic director Sergei Filin, who 
was badly burned when an 
unidentified masked assailant 
threw sulphuric acid in his face. 

Bolshoi spokeswoman 
Katerina Novikova confirmed 
Wednesday that the theatre 


had accepted Lunldna’s request 
to extend her leave, but made 
no further comment. 

The ballerina said she was 
scared to hear about the attack 
on Filin, who has undergone 
several surgeries to save his 
eyesight and treat severe bums 
on his face.

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Nightclub owner blames

The owner of a nightclub in 
southern Brazil where more 
than 230 people died in a fire 
last weekend deflected blame 
to “the whole countiyas well 
as to architects and inspectors 
charged with making sure the 
building was safe, his lawyer 
said Wednesday. 

Attorney Jader Marques said 
his client, Elissandro Spohr, 
“regretted having ever been 
bom” but still blamed Sun¬ 
day’s tragedy on “a succession 
of errors” made by his countiy- 
men. 

Police have said the blaze 
likely started when a band per¬ 
forming at the Kiss nightclub 
in Santa Maria lit a flare, which 
ignited flammable soundproof¬ 
ing on the ceiling. That error 
was compounded by the near¬ 
total lack of emergency infra¬ 
structure such as fire alarms or 
sprinkler systems, police have 


said. The club also had only one 
working door and a faulty fire 
extinguisher. 

Documents obtained by The 
Associated Press showed that 
the single exit, the foam insula¬ 


tion and other contributors to 
the tragedy didn’t violate laws. 

Police are detaining Spohr 
for five days, along with the 
club’s other co-owner and two 
musicians playing at the venue. 


Spohr is recovering from 
a respiratoiy infection. Lilian 
Caus, one of the officers watch¬ 
ing over Spohr, said he had 
made a suicidal gesture.

A troop of wild monkeys 
has gone on a rampage in a 
village in eastern Indo¬ 
nesia, entering houses and 
attacking residents.

He said Wednesday that 
a 16-year-old boy was badly 
bitten in the attack Monday 
and is being treated at the

He believes the troop 
came from a nearby forest 
protected by a local tribe.

Psychiatrist who 
molested patients 
should get up to 8 
years, Crown says 

A Calgaiy psychiatrist con¬ 
victed of sex assaulting his 
court-appointed patients 
was depicted Wednesday 
as both a frail senior who 
would suffer in prison and 
a predatory offender who 
must be punished. 

Dr. Aubrey Levin’s 
defence lawyer said his 
74-year-old client would be 
at high risk in jail because 
he is frail and in ill health, 
and asked for a sentence of 
between 60 and 90 days on 
weekends. Prosecutor Dal¬ 
las Soplco called for six to 
eight years behind bars. 

Levin was found guilty 
of sexually assaulting three 
male patients, who also 
had a chance to face their 
attacker on Wednesday. 

“Dr. Levin, I’m looking 
right at you. I want this 
day to be the beginning of 
the end,” said one of the 
victims in a statement to 
the court. “I hope you get 
what you deserve. I hope 
you suffer as much as I and 
everyone else has.” The 
judge will sentence Levin 
on Thursday morning.

Intelligence and justice officials 
around the world will be watch¬ 
ing Thursday as a navy officer 
convicted of selling military se¬ 
crets to Russia becomes the first 
person to be sentenced under 
Canada’s Security of Informa¬ 
tion Act. 

Sub-Lt. Jeffrey Paul Delisle 
will appear in Nova Scotia 
provincial court for a two-day 
hearing after pleading guilty 
in October to breach of trust 
and passing information to a 
foreign entity that could harm 
Canada’s interests. 

The landmark case has 
captivated legal experts, inter¬ 
national allies and intelligence 
agencies eager to see how 
the Canadian judicial system 
handles the treason of one of 
its own. The challenge for law¬ 
yers and Judge Patrick Curran is 
how to come up with an appro¬ 
priate sentence without having 
case law to consult under the 
untested act. 

“It’s going to be a very diffi¬ 
cult exercise because there just 
isn’t really a range that’s been 
set out under this legislation,” 
Mike Taylor, Delisle’s lawyer, 
said in an interview Wednes¬ 
day. “Although there will be 
comparisons to the (Official) Se-

crets Act... things are different 
and things have changed and 
the facts are different in those 
cases. We’re comparing cases 
that don’t necessarily lie on all 
fours. They’re just not the same 
thing.” 

Taylor said he has been 
searching case law in the U.S., 
the U.K. and Canada but found 
little that matches the unique 
circumstances of the agent who 
walked into the Russian Em¬ 
bassy in Ottawa in 2007 to offer 
his services after his personal 
life began to unravel. 

It’s expected the Crown 
will ask for a hefty sentence in 
the interests of deterrence and 
show its allies it’s taking the 
matter seriously.

Queen of the North. 

Transmissions detail 
how ship ran aground 
and passengers were 
herded into lifeboats 


The first moment anyone from 
the outside world knew some¬ 
thing was amiss on the Queen 
of the North passenger ferry, 
crippled and talcing on water 
off the northern coast of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, came at roughly 
22 minutes past midnight on a 
windy March night seven years 
ago. 

“Traffic: This is Queen of 
the North, Queen of the North, 
Queen of the North,” the ship’s 
second officer, Kevin Hilton, 
called into his marine radio. 

“Traffic, traffic: We have run 
aground south of Sainty Point, 
several miles south of Sainty 
Point. Stand by for position.” 

The ship had just struck Gil 
Island. About 20 minutes before 
that, the vessel missed a crucial 
turn as it sailed down B.C.’s In¬ 
side Passage with 101 people on 
board. 

Audio recordings of what 


happened next were played 
Wednesday at the criminal 
negligence trial for Karl Iilgert, 
who was fourth officer on the 
ship. Lilgert is charged in con¬ 
nection to the deaths of two 
passengers, who haven’t been 
seen since the ferry sank on 
March 22, 2006. 

The recordings suggest 
there was no sign of trouble, at 
least none reported to marine 
operators, as the ship sailed on 
a collision course toward Gil 
Island. 

They also show how fast the 
situation turned catastrophic: 
Within minutes, the ship was

Sen. Patrick Brazeau re¬ 
ferred to Spence’s “so-called 
hunger strike” in addressing 
about 80 people at a Legion 
hall in the Ottawa suburb of Or¬ 
leans and mocked her physical 
shape.

Idle No More has put aboriginal 
issues in the news, he does not 
support their methods. “They 
don’t stand for anything,” he 
said. 

“I, as an Algonquin person, 
am living proof that no one 


will colonize me.” 

After Brazeau spoke about 
being turned away Dec. 24 
when he tried to visit Victoria 
Island, where Spence was con¬ 
ducting her hunger protest, 
Ottawa-Orleans MP Royal Gali¬ 
peau told the crowd he too had 
gone to see Spence. 

Galipeau said he was al¬ 
lowed into Spence’s tent on 
Boxing Day because he wasn’t 
recognized. At that point, Spen¬ 
ce, who consumed only liquids 
during her protest, was 15 days 
into her 44-day fast, which she 
ended last Thursday. 

“I stood in the circle around 
Chief Spence,” Galipeau said. “I 
noticed that manicure of hers. 
I tell you Anne can’t afford it,” 
he said, referring to his wife. 
“Most people in Idle No More 
are my skin colour and about 
my age. It reminded me of the 
1960s and 1970s flower people 
who are now organizers for the 
NDP in Ottawa Centre.

Army targets safety 


Canada’s armed forces are 
waging war on avalanches. 

There’s no messing around 
where one of the world’s ava¬ 
lanche hotspots intersects 
with a transportation corridor 
connecting British Columbia 
to the rest of the country. 

As the Trans-Canada High¬ 
way and Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way work their way through 
the Selkirk Mountains, they 
enter a hazardous 40-kilo- 
metre stretch at Rogers Pass 
in Glacier National Park in 
B.C. The scenic route features 
no less than 138 known ava¬ 
lanche paths above the high¬ 
way. 

To keep the public safe, 
Parks Canada — along with 
the Department of National 
Defence — has stood at the 
ready since 1962, working 
24-7 with a variety of ava¬ 
lanche-control tools. 

And, when needed, they 
bring out the big gun: a 
105-mm howitzer can¬ 
non that launches 
pre-emptive artillery 
strikes that 
slides well before 
they’ve built 
up to a point 
that threat¬ 
ens the 
highway

(which sees approximately 
4,000 vehicles 
daily). 

“We oper¬ 
ate the world’s 
largest mobile 
avalanche control 
program. The how¬ 
itzer can be deployed 
any time, day or night. 
Even in the middle of a 
snow storm,” explains Jeff 
Goodrich, senior avalanche 
forecaster at Parks Canada. 

In order to keep the public 
safe during the blasts, traffic 
along the highway is closed 
in both directions and back- 
country users with winter 
permits in Glacier National 
Park are notified to stay out

of winter-restricted areas that 
are closed. 

The operation is a sight to 
behold — not to mention hear 
— and extremely effective. 

“If you look at our 51 years 
running the program, we’ve 
had no fatalities (involving 
the travelling public),” says 
Goodrich. “It’s a highly dili¬ 
gent program.”

Initiation into the wild 


Staying safe in Mother Nature’s 
wicked winter wonderland is 
an art and science. 

Knowing how to use surviv¬ 
al gear, being able to identify 
and traverse terrain and learn¬ 
ing about snow science are all 
crucial for avoiding disaster. 

That’s where Avalanche 
Skills Training (AST) courses 
come in. 

“The statistics for surviving 
avalanches are very grim, so it’s

with Vancouver’s Canada West 
Mountain School. 

Weekend courses at the 
school take students through 
a full day of classroom study 
before putting their newfound 
knowledge to the test in the 
backcountry. 

The Canadian Avalanche 
Centre (CAC) — which sets the 
criteria for public AST courses 
— says about 7,000 people took 
a course last year. 

“To go into the mountains 
in the winter, you just need to 
have the gear,” says CAC fore¬ 
cast co-ordinator Ilya Storm. 

“Having a beacon, probe, 


shovel is just like having a seat- 
belt or an airbag in your car.” 

Grant says more people are 
taking the course as a “door- 
opener” to the backcountry. 

It was an easy choice for 
Steve Roberts and his girlffiend. 

“We’ve been resort skiers 
for a long time now and we’re 
looking to go into the back- 
country,” Roberts says after 
a stressful avalanche rescue 
simulation. “You can read... but 
until you start doing it yourself, 
you have no idea. 

“When it comes to deci¬ 
sion making ... things can get 
complicated and you can get 
excited, so it’s really important 
to have that base knowledge.” 

The course is just an intro¬ 
duction to the backcountiy. 
Practice with gear and real- 
world experience are also vital. 

“This is just the start,” says 
Karin Hung after a field day 
with her ASTI class. “There 
are so many high-profile stor¬ 
ies about people making the 
wrong decisions, I think it’s im¬ 
portant to get informed.”

The watchers. 

Avalanche analysts 
play critical role in 
preventing tragedy

Hidden away in a nondescript 
building in the heart of Revel- 
stolce’s quaint snow globe- 
esque downtown is the na¬ 
tion’s avalanche nerve centre. 

Upstairs in a second-floor 
office, terrain maps litter the 
central room. 

Known avalanches are plot¬ 
ted on a map of British Colum¬ 
bia regions on a wall. 

Three forecasters, eying up 
two computer screens each, 
compile weather and snow- 
pack information, frantically 
put together public avalanche 
forecasts and send out localized 
bulletins — all while handling 
a rush of media interviews. 

Welcome to the Canadian 
Avalanche Centre (CAC). 

“It gets busy on days like 
these,” said Ilya Storm, the 
CAC’s forecast co-ordinator, in 
an interview earlier this month 
after snowstorms hammered 
the mountainous regions in 
southeast British Columbia. 

The avalanche danger has 
been “extreme” during the 
storms. 

But the coming weekend 
calls for blue skies, which 
means skiers, sledders and 
snowshoers will be heading 
to the baclccountry en masse 
to take advantage of the fresh 
snow as the danger level is 
downgraded in most regions to 
“considerable.” 


Blue skies spell trouble 


“This weekend we’ll have fewer avalanches, but 
we’ll have blue skies, good riding conditions 
(meaning) more people will be out there." 

Ilya Storm, forecast co-ordinator for the Canadian Avalanche Centre, 

who says human-triggered avalanches are most common during good weather. 


It can be a recipe for disas¬ 
ter. 

“That’s where we run into 
problems,” said Storm. “When 
the risk is extreme, it’s an easy 
decision to make ... you stay 
home. This weekend, we’ll 
have fewer avalanches but 
we’ll have blue skies, good rid¬ 
ing conditions so more people 
will be out there. And when 
you see other people riding 
hard, it’s tempting to go out 
and push it a bit more.” 

In terms of human-triggered 
fatal avalanches, weekends like 
that are the most dangerous, so 
Storm and his team are getting 
the message out through bul¬ 
letins and the media. 

“Half of our job is the fore¬ 
casting, the technical analy¬ 
sis and the science of it,” says 
Storm. “The other half is effect¬ 
ive communications and how 


we talk to people. Decision¬ 
making, drive and motivation 
are big factors and we bring 
that into play in our forecasts.” 

The CAC was established 
in 2004 in the aftermath of a 
deadly, record-setting winter 
that killed 29 people the year 
before. 

Analysts glean information 
coming in from virtually every 
private and public operator in 
Western Canada — shared by 
professionals through the Can¬ 
adian Avalanche Association’s 
Information Exchange (InfoEX) 
system — to create its public 
forecasts. 

Each day, the team—which 
includes forecasters in satellite 
offices — creates daily forecasts 
for 12 regions. 

Once a week, they’ll create a 
long-term forecast. 

They’re customized docu-

ments that provide essential 
information on conditions 
and avalanche terrain for any¬ 
one venturing into the back- 
country. 

In the 2011-2012 season, the 
CAC received 1,413,230 bul¬ 
letin requests. 

Storm sees the bulletins as a 
critical public service. 

“The outdoors is part of 
what we sell to people,” he 
said. “As a society, (forecasts 
and avalanche education are) 
something we should support. 
It can serve people well.” 

The members of the Can¬ 
adian Avalanche Centre know 
this better than most. 

It’s what keeps them going 
through those busy days. 

“We are all avid recreation¬ 
ists, we love getting out into 
the mountains. I think most 
people here have some kind of 
a sad story,” said Storm. “That’s 
why it feels like good work. 
We’re all trying to prevent the 
next tragedy because we’ve all 
been touched by avalanches.”

BlackBerry launched a new 
operating system, two new 
phones, a rebranding and a 
comeback attempt on Wed¬ 
nesday. 

The Waterloo-based 
company BlackBerry — 
which until Wednesday’s 
rebranding was known as 
Research In Motion — held 
simultaneous events in New 
York, Toronto, London, Paris, 
Dubai, Johannesburg, Jakarta 
and Delhi. 

Thorsten Heins, president 
and CEO of the company 
since co-founders Jim Balsillie 
and Mike Lazaridis resigned 
a year ago, appeared live on

stage at Pier 36 in New York 
and on video at the global 
launch events. 

The launch was initially 
scheduled for a year ago. 

“We have transformed 
ourselves inside and out,” 


said Heins. That transforma¬ 
tion was “heartfelt” and re¬ 
quired the company to be 
brutally honest, he said. 

BlackBerry is releasing 
two phones that use the new 
BlackBerry 10 operating sys¬ 


tem. The Z10 is a touchscreen 
phone that uses a virtual key¬ 
board with a unique form 
of predictive text, allowing 
users to “flick” entire words 
from the keyboard into their 
messages and documents. 


The Q10 has a physical 
keyboard, but will not be 
available until April. 

“We heard you loud and 
clear,” said Heins. “We built 
this for those people who 
said they just had to have the 
physical keyboard typing ex¬ 
perience.” 

The BlackBerry 10 operat¬ 
ing system includes a hub for 
all communications, includ¬ 
ing schedule notifications, 
Twitter and Faceboolc messa¬ 
ges, BBM pins and text mes¬ 
sages. 

The OS includes Black¬ 
Berry Balance, which allows 
separate functions and con¬ 
trols for people who want to 
separate their phone’s func¬ 
tions for their work lives 
from their personals lives. 

The Z10 has 16 GB of stor¬ 
age, a 4.2-inch touch display, 
a battery with up to ten hours 
of talk time and 4G capability. 
It also has a front camera and 
an 8-megapixel rear camera, 
built-in photo editing and 
filters. Its most-hyped photo 
feature is “time shift,” which 


allows users to scroll through 
different versions of the same 
photo to select, for example, 
a moment before a subject 
blinked. 

BlackBerry’s new app store 
is BlackBerry World, where 
70,000 apps are available and 
users can pay to download 
music, movies and TV shows.

Review. ZIO gets four out of five stars 


The BlackBerry Z10 is attract¬ 
ive, easy to use and easy to 
type quickly with. The pre¬ 
dictive text system works 
well and being able to “flick” 
words from the virtual key¬ 
board onto the screen is a 
bonus. 

The OS is run by swiping 
across the screen in different 
directions, which, once learn¬ 
ed, makes navigating around 
the phone easy. 

Browsing isn’t anything 
like it was on the old Black¬ 
Berry. Web pages load proper¬ 
ly and streaming video works. 

The BlackBerry Hub, 
where you can easily access 
notifications, emails, texts, 
PINs and social media mes¬ 
sages, without actually leav¬ 
ing the app you were using, 
works very well. 

The major drawback 
is the apps. At the launch 
in Toronto, a BlackBerry 
official told reporters to look 


for announcements in com¬ 
ing days, but 
could give 
no guar- 
a n t e e s 
that ma¬ 
jor apps, 
including 
Instagram, 

N e t f 1 i x 
and Goo¬ 
gle Maps, 
would ever 
be available. 

Apps for 
RBC banking, 

Skype, Kindle, 

Faceboolc,

Twitter, Fours¬ 
quare, Dropbox, 
SoundHound, 

The Weath¬ 
er Channel, 

Evernote, and Rdio 
are available, and the major 
game-makers are in the pro¬ 
cess of bringing over their 


apps as well. 

The Z10 competes 
with the iPhone and 
Android phones like 
Samsung’s Galaxy Sill 
on everything but 
apps, and fortunat¬ 
ely for BlackBerry, 
the app situation 
can change. 

However, after 
waiting a year 
for the release 
of the new OS 
and phones, the 
lack of some 
major apps is 
bound to dis¬ 
appoint some 
consum¬ 
ers. It’s bad 
news for the 
company if 
potential cus¬ 
tomers choose to hold out 
longer to see if their favourite 
apps arrive.

She could easily be celebrated 
as Canada’s Beyonce given that 
Jully Black has worked with 
some of the biggest names in 
hip hop and pop music, includ¬ 
ing the Alicia Keys, Usher, and 
Kayne West.

on stage. 

“When I first step out, I 
take a moment to connect 
with the audience,” she says 
before confessing she still 
gets those pre-performance 
butterflies.

“I understand that artists and 
critics make a big deal over 
the Grammys.

Congratulations on your 
Grammy nomination!

I didn’t expect to be nomin¬ 
ated and I was quite drunk 
at the time as well, so all 
these “Congratulations!”

something else. 

Tell us about performing with 
Elton John. 

Yeah, I mean, it doesn’t 
really get bigger than that. 

... He rung me up and was 
like, “So, how would you 
feel about playing the Gram¬ 
mys with me?” and I was 
like, “Um, yeah, I think that 


could probably work.” 

Will you be nervous sharing 
the stage with him? 

You know what, I’m not 
nervous about being on TV 
and I’m not nervous about 
it being a duet with Elton, 
but I am nervous having to 
play in front of — like, it’s 
one thing being from Britain 
going to a British awards 
show because when you go 
to that you kind of know 95 
per cent of the people there. 
But I’ve never been in front 
of — pretty much the whole 


of the American industry. 

I don’t know any of them, 
apart from someone like 
Taylor (Swift). I mean it’s 
good, it puts me on the map, 
but it’s also quite nerve- 
racking. 

Speaking of Taylor Swift, 
you’ll be joining her on tour 
this summer.

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Winding road to success adds to Come of Age 


New album. Vaccines 
admit struggling to 
come up with music 
that wasn’t pretentious 
and could relate to 
their audience 


The first refrain a listener will 
hear on the Vaccines sopho¬ 
more album is Justin Young, 
singing in a snotty punk 
voice, “I don’t really care 
about anybody else when I 
haven’t got my own life fig¬ 
ured out.” 

This admission seems curi¬ 
ous for a band who seem to 
have found their footing and 
are arguably living up to their 
latest album’s title, The Vac¬ 
cines Come of Age. But Young 
says coming of age is not 
without its growing pains, 
and the lyrics really ring true 
for him. 

“It’s just about being in 
your 20s, and it’s a very weird 
time because you’re expected 
to know who you are and 
where you want to go and 
how you want to get there, 
and I guess not everybody 
really does,” he says. “It’s 
weird, because I have friends 
who are the same age and 
some of them are parents, 
while some of them still live 
with their parents. And this 
is the first time in your life 
where you realize that you 
and your friends are at differ¬ 
ent points on the path.” 

The path has been a scenic 
one for the past few years 
for Young and his cohorts, 
guitarist Freddie Cowan, 
bassist Arni Arnason and 
drummer Pete Robertson, 
if not a bit of a blur. A great 
debut in 2011 (What Did You 
Expect from The Vaccines) 
led to opening slots for big 
bands, which turned into 
festival dates, which turned 
into international headlining 
shows. Also in there were a 
handful of high profile col¬ 
laborations (including ones 
with members of Franz Ferdi¬ 
nand and the Strokes), a ser¬ 
ies of show-postponing throat 
surgeries for Young (he had a 
polyp on his vocal cords) and 
a number one album in their 
home country of England

“For us, it felt like a more 
accomplished record,” says 
Young, “as it perhaps should 
and would a year-and-a-half 
later of having been playing 
together every night.” 

But even with the band 
chemistry continuing to fer¬ 
ment, there is still an agita¬ 
tion to these songs that give 
the album life. 

“When you’re a kid and 
you see these people in these 
bands, you think they’re 
these perfect beings beamed 
down from space,” says 
Young. “I definitely don’t feel 
like a different person, but 
perhaps I’m expected to be. I 
really didn’t want to make a 
record about being in a band 
and being a musician. I think 
that really disconnects you 
from your audience, because 
how can anyone relate to be¬ 
ing in a band? So I wanted 
to talk about it from a hu¬ 
man perspective, rather than 
a musician’s perspective. I 
think when you get into your 
mid 20s, you realize how big 
and bad the world is and no 
matter how much you cry 
over spilled milk, no one is 
gonna mop it up for you. The 
world is a cruel place and it’s 
like realizing that.” 

But Young insist these are 
no spoiled rock star blues 
he’s experiencing. He says 
it’s almost the opposite. 
“We’re incredibly lucky and 
we’re doing everything we’ve 
ever wanted to do and we’re 
happy, but it’s like it doesn’t 
matter what position you’re 
put in, it still doesn’t change 
you as a person. You can only 
ever find happiness within 
yourself.” 


Operation E release under threat from court case 



Colombia. Award¬ 
winning movie may 
not see release in 
country of origin due 
to motion filed to 
protect child 


It’s one of the most heart- 
tugging tales of Colombia’s 
long civil conflict: Rebels ap¬ 
pear at the jungle home of a 


poor farmer carrying a seven- 
month-old boy with a ban¬ 
daged left arm. 

The farmer tells them that 
the medicine man they seek 
isn’t around. 

They leave the baby any¬ 
way, and promise to return 
the following day. But they 
don’t. 

The abandoned child 
won’t see his hostage mother 
until an emotional reunion 
after she is finally freed from 
captivity three years later. 


Now an award-winning 
movie about the case has 
itself become a part of the 
drama. 

Clara Rojas, who gave 
birth to Emmanuel in 2004 
while a hostage of Colombia’s 
main leftist rebel group, has 
asked a court to prevent the 
film, Operation E, from being 
shown in the country, saying 
it would harm her child and 
“the free development of his 
personality.” 

A ruling could come 


this week in a case that has 
brought Rojas under criticism 
from anti-censorship advo¬ 
cates including writers, film 
critics and even President 
Juan Manuel Santos, a former 
newspaperman. 

Rojas was campaign man¬ 
ager for presidential candi¬ 
date Ingrid Betancourt when 
the two were seized by the 
Revolutionaiy Armed Forces 
of Colombia, known as the 
FARC, in 2002.

During an interview 
Tuesday at the Superdome, 
Culliver responded to ques¬ 
tions by saying he wouldn’t 
welcome a gay player in the 
locker room.

Drew Brees wore grey sneak¬ 
ers to his first full day of Super 
Bowl-related appearances — a 
wise move for an ambassador 
of a city who had to walk brisk¬ 
ly from end to end of a sprawl¬ 
ing convention centre to make 
all of his scheduled stops. 

Not only was the Saints’ 
star quarterback a man on the 
move, but also ready to move 
on from the bitterness of the 
bounty scandal, which may 
have undermined his team’s 
chances of playing for a title on 
its home field. 

“We’re professionals and 
we’ve moved past that in the 
sense that there’s nothing that 
can be done other than, ‘Let’s 
move on and let’s find a way 
to be better next year in spite 
of it,”’ Brees said. “It would be 
easy to sit here and be angry, 
but it is what it is.” 



Brees’ team is the official 
host of the Super Bowl, and 
Brees is once again stepping up 
to highlight his adopted home¬ 
town’s resurgence as it hosts 
the Super Bowl for the first 
time since 2002 — also the first 
time since Hurricane Katrina’s 
landfall in 2005.

Smiling, even laughing, at 
questions about a report 
linking him to a company 
that purports to make per¬ 
formance-enhancers, Balti¬ 
more Ravens linebacker Ray 
Lewis said Wednesday he 
“never, ever took” the stuff.

The maga¬ 
zine said Lewis sought help 
from a company that says its 
deer-antler spray and pills 
contain a banned product 
connected to human growth 
hormone. The 37-year-old 
Lewis is the leading tackier 
in the NFL post-season since 
returning from a torn right 
triceps that sidelined him for 
10 games. 

In a private conversation 
with Ravens head coach 
John Harbaugh, and later in 
the public setting of a news 
conference, Lewis distanced 
himself from Sports With 
Alternatives To Steroids 
(SWATS). SI reported that 
company owner Mitch Ross 
recorded a call with Lewis 
hours after the player hurt 
his arm in an October game

Jerry Sandusky lost a bid 
for a new trial Wednesday 
when a judge rejected his 
argument that his lawyers 
were not given enough 
time to prepare for the 
three-week proceeding 
that ended with a 45-count 
guilty verdict on child sex 
abuse charges. 

Judge John Cleland’s 
27-page order said lawyers 
for the former Penn State 
assistant football coach 
conceded that their post¬ 
trial review turned up no 
material that would have 
changed their trial strategy. 

“The defendant’s 
attorneys subjected the 
commonwealth’s witnesses 
to meaningful and ef¬ 
fective cross-examination, 
presented evidence for 
the defence and presented 
both a comprehensive 
opening statement and a 
clearly developed closing 
argument,” Cleland wrote. 

He also rejected 
post-sentencing motions 
regarding jury instructions, 
hearsay testimony and a 
comment by the prosecu¬ 
tion during closing argu¬ 
ments that referred to the 
fact that Sandusky, who 
did not testify at trial, gave 
media interviews after he 
was arrested in November

Lance Armstrong believes a 
truth and reconciliation pro¬ 
gram is the “only way” to deal 
with cycling’s doping crisis 
and the sport’s governing 
body should have no role in 
the process. 

Armstrong spoke to Cyc- 
lingnews in an interview 
published Wednesday, his 
first since admitting to Oprah 
Winfrey two weeks ago that 
he doped to win the Tour de 
France seven times. 

In an email interview with 
the British-based cycling pub¬ 
lication, Armstrong expressed 
no remorse or contrition and 
said he feels like a scapegoat 
for a sport in which no gen¬ 
eration was ever “clean.” 

Armstrong said the best 
way forward is a truth and 
reconciliation process offer¬ 
ing amnesty to riders and of¬ 
ficials who come forward. 

“It’s not the best way, it’s 
the only way,” he said. “As 
much as I’m the eye of the 
storm this is not about one 
man, one team, one director. 
This is about cycling and to be 
frank it’s about all endurance 
sports. 

“Publicly lynching one 
man and his team will not 
solve this problem.” 

Asked if he felt like a fall 
guy, Armstrong said: “Actual¬ 
ly, yes I do. But I understand 
why. We all make the beds we 



sleep in.” 

In his interview with Win¬ 
frey, Armstrong said he would 
be willing to take part in any 
truth and reconciliation pro¬ 
cess. 

He told Cyclingnews the 
program should be run by the 
World Anti-Doping Agency 
and not the U.S. Anti-Doping 
Agency, the body which pro¬ 
duced a scathing report de¬ 
tailing systematic doping by 
Armstrong and his teams. 
The US ADA report led to Arm¬ 
strong being stripped of his 
seven Tour titles and banned 
from elite sport for life. 

Asked why he would not 
speak to USADA, Armstrong 
said: “No brainer. This is a 
global sport not an American

Fake girlfriend. 

Interview with man 
behind the prank 
will air in two parts 
beginning Thursday 


Dr. Phil McGraw says Ron- 
aiah Tuiasosopo, who master¬ 
minded the dead girlfriend 
hoax involving Manti Te’o, told 
him the Notre Dame linebacker 
was not involved in the scheme 
and that he ended up falling 
“deeply, romantically” in love 
with the football player. 

McGraw spoke on the Today 
show Wednesday, previewing 
an interview he did with Tu¬ 
iasosopo, a 22-year-old Cali¬ 
fornia man who created the 
fictional woman Te’o knew as 
Lennay Kekua. Tuiasosopo’s 
interview with McGraw will 
air in two parts on the Dr. Phil 
Show starting Thursday. 


Source of inspiration 


The story about how Te’o 
played inspirationally after 
the deaths of his girlfriend 
and grandmother led to an 
outpouring of support from 
fans. It became the backdrop 
to the team’s undefeated 
regular season and run to 
the BCS championship game. 


Since the hoax was revealed 
earlier this month, Te’o has said 
the relationship with Kekua 
started online and eventually 
became serious, even though 
the two only talked on the 
phone and exchanged elec¬ 
tronic messages, never meeting 
in person. Te’o said he was told 
of Kekua’s “death” from leuk¬ 
emia just hours after his grand¬ 
mother died in September. 

McGraw said Tuiasosopo 
told him the voice of Kekua 


was his. Tuiasosopo and Te’o 
have each said that while the 
Kekua relationship went on for 
several years, there were times 
when they weren’t in contact. 

“There were many times 
where Manti and Lennay had 
broken up. But something 
would bring them back togeth¬ 
er whether it was something 
going on in his life, or in Len¬ 
nay’s life, in this case in my 
life,” Tuiasosopo said. 

Tuiasosopo said he wanted 
to end the relationship be¬ 
tween Kekua and Te’o before 
he had to fake Kekua’s death. 

“I wanted to end it because 
everything I had gone through, 
I finally realized that I just had 
to move on with my life and I 
had to get me, Ronaiah, I had to 
start just living and let this go,” 
Tuiasosopo said. 

Te’o’s publicist, Matthew 
Hiltzilc, declined comment on 
behalf of Te’o and his family.
